Feb. 33 If) — Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro today de- 
nied that his forces had attacked 
an American shrimp boat. He 
charged Instead that the United 
States was creating artificial ten- 
sions and making the seas off 
Cuba unsafe for navigation. 

As thousands cheered, Coctro 
read extracts from Soviet De- 
fense Minister Radio n Mallnov- 
sky's Moscow speech Friday In 
which the soviet arms chief 
warned that a VS. attack on 
Cuba would touch off World war 
III. 

"Fidel, Khrushchev, we are 
with you bothl" roared the crowd 
at the midnight rally — first 
meeting of the United Party of 
Socialist Revolution. 

This Is a Soviet-style mono- 
lithic organization Castro has 
created to supplant old political 
parties and to rule Cuba. 

Denying responsibility for the 
shrimp boat incident, Castro nev- 
ertheless vowed to defend him- 
self "by ell possible means 
against any attack." 

The American boat Ala "didn't 
even fly^g nag," Castro said. "Of 
courscV this was a consequence of 
the state of chaos which Im- 
perialism has created In our ws- 
ters."

livestock and the plundering of other physical 
resources as evidence that the project had two 
strikes on it. And, since the grant entails the 
sending of technicians to Cuba, we wondered 
aloud what those thousands of Soviet agricultural 
"technicians" have been doing for the past two 
years. * 

THE BIG SUCKER — But the fund council. In 
effect.-thumbed.its nose at Unclo Sam and.at-ths. 
rest of a western hemisphere threatened by Rus- 
sia's Island military base. The fact that the u. 8. 
contributes about 40 per cent of the fund was 
kicked aside with the suggestion that we don t 
have to send any personnel or equipment to 
Castro. Nobody mentioned the fact, of course, 
that the fund would cease to operate without 
Uncle Sam's 10 per cent donation.

LEFT VS. BIGHT 
In the realm of politics any mcnUon of right 
and left suggests opposition, even conflict. In 
nearly all 'other activities one thinks of them as 
complementary. The well-rounded pitching staff 
needs a southpaw or two u well as Its righthand- 
ers; tho right cross often follows the left Jab and 
although piano compositions have been written 
for one hand It Is generally agreed the best muslo 
requires both. 

However, the left-right controversy does ex- 
tend to the matter of traffic and naUons are 
divided over It, with the great preponderance 
of them on the side of the rule that says keep 
to tho right. Britain Is the great exception, but 
It has ■ partner In Sweden where an effort to 
change the long -established system of driving 
on. the left has aroused bitter controversy. 

The major political parties represented In the 
Swedish parliament have joined to support a 
government bill that would change the country 
over to the right-hand traffic system. Challeng- 
ing them is the Association for Left-hand Driv- 
ing which demands a referendum. It does so with 
some assurance, too, since It Is able to point out 
that as late as 1053 a nationwide poll resulted 
In a S-to-1 vote against abandonment of keep- 
to-the-left, possion-the-rtght motoring. Tho poli- 
ticians say they believe opinion has changed 
since them; the association dares them to put 
their belief to the. test. 

While from the point of view of nearly all the 
rest of the world the Swedes ore, In this matter, 
nonconformists, hence metaphorically as wall as 
actually "leftists." tho members of the assorts' 
tlon doubtless think of themselves as conserva- 
Uves and therefore "rightists.'* seeking to protect 
established custom against alteration. In this case 
the rightists contend change would be progress, 
the leftists that UadlUon is safety. Who occupies 
tho position of the moderates, the group between, 
we don't know, unless It turns out to bo the 
pedestrians who don't find much choice between 
the.two.ways. oLdodglttg^Boltlmore-Evcning- Sun.

Tax Program 
May Undergo 
Operation 

. - WASHINGTON, Feb. 33 Ml - 
President Kennedy's tax program 
la still undergoing congressional 
diagnosis and Is yet to bo wheel- 
ed into the operating room. But 
already one critical Item has been 
marked for major surgery. 

And with It may go some of the 
proposed tax reductions. 

This item Is the proposal to put 

■ a floor under personal deductions 
Uko Interest, local taxes and 
chart labia contributions. It would 
allow deductions only to the ex- 
tent their total exceeds five per 
cent of Income. 

No member of tha house ways 
and means committee, now con-; 
alderlng the tax package, has 
publicly spoken up for this pro- 
vision advanced by the admini- 
stration to recoup aomo of the 
revenue that would be lost by 
cutting tax rates. On the con- 
trary, several members have pro- 
dieted- this will be among the 
first to go when the committee 
-starts writing, a bill In a month 
or so.

Staggering Problem of State Funds 
Facing Flustered Idaho Lawmakers

_ BOlflK, Feb. 23 -W— Why Is it 
ao difficult to write in" "accept- 
ftbls formula lor dUtrlbuUns 
ttftte funds to the public schools? 

Why not elmply take ths total 
amount appropriated and divide 
It among the districts on the bu< 
la of student enrollment; 

That are questions members 
of the Idaho legislature uk when 
they first come up astlnat the 
_problem of considering formu- 
las for dividing the ! money. rWhy 
must the formula be ao complex? 

School peoplo are quick to re- 
ply that a simple formula will 
not apportion the money fairly 
because the problem Itself Is r. 
complex one. 

Some districts are small, geo- 
graphically, while others are 
large.. Some districts' have few 
students—and these may be tome 
of tho largest geographically— 
while others hove many, 

Zn-some district* the value of 
proper t y assessed for taxing pur- 
- poses la ft great deal larger, on a 
par-student basis, than' In oth- 
ers. Thus the maximum' local lax 
levy now permitted, 30 mtllcs, will 
raise considerably more money 
In some districts than in others. 

Transportation of students is 
coatly for some districts, i minor 
Item for others. In some dis- 
tricts Jhero has been little 
change' In school population for 
many Tears. In others the num- 
ber of students has expanded 
rapidly In recent years. 

All of this mokes It difficult 
'to write a formula that Is fair 
to all districts—and still ac- 
ceptable to a majority of the 
lawmakers who must approve It, 
Legislators, representing specific 
counties as they do, are Inclined 
to Judge each formula on the 
, basis of what It will do for their 
own schools. 

That Is one reason why It Is 
■o dUflcult to bring agreement 
on a formula. Over tho years In- 
equities have been built up which 
result In a district receiving 
mora than- Its. proportionate 
share, when all factors are tak- 
en- Into consideration.. But be- 
caese a reduction In *f*(a aid 
would mean an Increase In local 
financing, such districts— and 
the legislators who represent 
them— will resist any effort at 
reduction. 

To appease such districts, and 
thus win the votes needed for 
approval, sponsors of the for- 
mula now In effect agreed In the 
. 1W1 legislative session to In- 
clude a provision which was not 
_ln tho original draft. It provtded 
that regardless of how the for- 
mula was applied, no district 
would get less in state aid than 
it had received in the preceding 
two years. 



Now with revision of the school 
formula again a major problem, 
the ""tame cry- lsbelng^voleed— 
and listened to, 

But both formulas currently 
under consideration In bill form 
foil to go as far In that respect 
na the one adopted In 1661. In 
the first place, the 1M1 for- 
mula, set IS mills as the maxi- 
mum effort required of a local 
school district to share fully In 
state old. 

-In the current session. the sen- 
ate bill, embodying the so-called 
simplified formula drafted by 
two canyon county school super- 
intendents, provides that any 
county which can support its 
public school program at the 
present level with a local tax levy 
of 3D mills will get no sUito aid. 

And It provides that any dis- 
trict which cannot do so, but 
which foils to levy 3D mills, will 
have Its state allotment reduced 
In the proportion that Its actual 
levy bears to 30 mills. 

In the house' bill,' which Is a 
remodeled version of the pres- 
ent formula, districts 'get leu 
state aid than they normally 
would receive If their tax levy Is 
leas than 37 mills, calculated on 
the basis of "adjiuled assessed 
valuation.'* 

Tho adjustment is used because 
there is wide variation among 
tl\e counties In the assessment 
rate of property In relation to 
lta current cosh value. The state 
tax commission, using real ea- 
tete aales as the measure of cur- 
rent value, says that on the av- 
erage throughout the state prop- 
erty Is assessed at IS per cent. 

But Individual counties vary 
greatly, ranging from a. low of 
110 per cent to a high of 33.5 
per cent. 

Tor purposes of determining 
how much districts will get In 
state school aid, their own coun- 
ty's percentage Is related to the 
i to to average and adjustments 
are made up or down, penalis- 
ing/ the county which assesses 

Thus, under provisions of the 
house bill, a district In a low 
ratio county might levy the max- 
imum 3o-mlll tax and still fait 
short of the 37-mlU minimum 
specified. Its share of state funds 
would be adjusted downward ac- 
cordingly. 

The senate and house bills dif- 
fer In the unit they use In dis- 
tributing state money. The sen-

One- major' difference In the 
formulas is the Inclusion of a 
teacher factor In' the house ver- 
sion. It gives more money 
trlots which have better trained 
and more experienced teachers;

Tragedy struck the Tuttle 
family when their young son 
fell Into the mill pond ' and 
drowned. Tuttle operated the 
mills with his sons, Edward and 
Ormus. until his death in 1803, 
then John South worth, father of 
Walt Souihworth, Oakley, 
purchased the property. 

In 1010 this mill was sold to 
the Ferris K easel Construction 
company which was building the 
reservoir at that time and they 
changed to the electric power 
system to run the mill which was 
torn down a few years later. 

With the death of Tuttle 's wile 
In 1003, his granddaughter, Ola 
Bates, moved to .Oakley to keep 
house for her grandfather. Here 
Jt was that- Day ley met her and 
for a year courted' her as he 
laughingly says "down by the old 
mill stream." In IMS they were 
married. 

Slaty-one years later all that 
remains of the flour mill Is' one 
bottom section of the burr-type 
grinding wheel and one side of 
the cement wall In which It was 
housed. The top part of the 
grinding wheel's steel band has 
rotted with age and fallen apart, 
and pieces of the wheel have 
been carried off and placed In 
several ornamental f I replaces In 
this area.

* We-who.llvo In the so-called 
northern states often express the 
feeling that the matter of racial 
Integration Is no problem with us. 
If so, we are fortunate people. 
But It may bo we have no prob- 
lem because, to date, no problem 
has-owti-preseuted, _^ 

In a neighboring stale. In a city 
little larger. than this, there ap- 
peared one day a new family. 
They rented a house In a moder- 
ate lnwmo_ community!- imme- 
diately the neighborhood was 
disturbed. This was a "new 
awakening" of a moat unpleas- 
ant kind. Old fears were express- 
ed: property prices would drop. 
Rental values of the houses there 
would deteriorate. 

The husband of the new family, 
a' college graduate with a mas- 
ters degree, had been transferred 
there as an employe of a gov- 
ernment agency that Is doing a 
service considered almost Indls- 
pcnslble to the area's agriculture. 
The wife, a young mother, hod 
formerly been 1 a social worker 
and held a bachelor of science 
degree. They were members of 
one ' of -America's oldest- and most 
respected Christian fellowships.

The point Is, we do not really 
know whether or not we have 
racial prejudice until we ore 
caught In a test such as this or 
ore sensitive enough to imagine

We are aware that the Bible 

as no direct statements against 
such problems as slavery, na- 
tionalism, ^racism and • the like, 
Problems which, though not syn- 
onymous, do have. a_relatcdne&a. 

We must even- eoncedo that 
first century Christians, both 
slaves and free, were not In- 
structed to abolish' slavery, i 
condition which does suggest su- 
periority of one group over an- 
othen-But-rstherrthe-New Te»i- 
tament taught slaves to express 
loyalty' to their masters, and 
masters to show compassion to- 
ward their slaves, remembering 
that they were slaves of Christ. 
Even In much later times slav- 
ery was not considered an evil, 
but the product of evil. None the

Now West Europe Is back on 
Its feet and merging into an eco- 
nomlo unit that will be & power- 
ful rival to the United States. 

Most West Europeans no long- 
er feel they ore dependent on 
the rich uncle from the slates 
whose favor must be courted. 
The American Is Just another 
cltlxen who will get the same 
welcome as anyone else— If his 
behavior merits It. 

This docs not mean there la a 
common European attitude -to- 
ward Americans, European uni-
